News of Successful Sale 
‘of Cotton Sent by Air- 
plane Received With En- 
thusiasm in Atlanta. 


Georgia’s first hale of cotton for 
1928, sent to New York by airplane 
to help swell the war chest of Gov- 
ernor Al Smith in his campaign for 
presidency of the United States, was 
sold at auction in a Broadway the- 
ater Wednesday night for $5,000, re- 
porteil to be the largest price ever 
paid in the history of the world. 

The bale was knocked down to 
Barron G. Collier, head of the adver- 
tising company which bears that 
name, according to Associated Press 


dispatches. 

Mayor James J. Walker was acting 
in the role of auctioneer and under 
the stimulus of the mayor’s banter the 
price climbed rapidly. The first bid 
was for $2,000 continuing to rise un- 
til the offer of Mr. Collier was called 
three times and the bid declared ac- 
cepted. Called to the stage he said: 
“T am glad to give my mowey to help 
my friend, the governor.” 

Senator Pat Harrison, Mississippi, 
representing the national democratic 
committee, said before the auction: 

“This ugly looking thing represents 
the product that has made the south 
and I hope the gold that will flow 
into the campaign coffers from its 
sale will represent the volume of 
money that will flow to the farmer 
from the sale of his products.” 

Atlantans Enthusiastic. 

News of the successful auction of 
the bale was received with enthusiasm 
in Atlanta Wednesday night over 
radio by members of the Atlanta Com- 
mercial exchange, who launched the 
plan which brought the substantial 
contribution to the cause of democ- 
racy. 

“Tt’s the largest price a bale of 
cotton ever brought,” declared T. W. 
Tift, president of the exchange. 

Hope Tigner, secretary of the ex- 
change, in commenting upon the price 
hrought by the cotton, recalled that 
Georgia cotton, grown in Meriwether 
County and fabricated in Manchester, 
Ga.. cotton mills made up the fabric 
used in “The Spirit of St. Louis,” fa- 
mons plane of Colonel Charles A. 
Lindbergh. 

The first bale of Georgia cotton, as 
a usual thing, is sent to Savannah 
for auction. This year plans were 
changed and the first. cotton of the 
season, grown by C. O. Smith, of 
Moultrie, was sent to Atlanta and 
taken in charge by the Commercial ex- 
change here. 

Exchange Buys Cotton. 

Officers of the exchange conceived 
the plan of using the bale to boost 
the cause of democracy.

Plane Falls in Gulf; 
1 Dead, Pilot Hart 


AGENT CAMPBELL 
NAMED RECEIVER 


Georgia Head of Defunct 
International Life Insur- 
ance Co. Appointed for 
Protection of Holders. 


H. W. Campbell, general agent for 


many years of the International Life 


Insurance company, of St. Louis, Mo., 
Wednesday was appointed receiver for 
the company in the northern district 
of Georgia by Federal Judge Samuel 
H. Sibley in an order issued on a 
petition filed by James R. apse 
a policy holder. 

Bachman’s suit against the company 
asked for the appointment of a tempo- 
rary receiver for assets of the com- 
pany in this jurisdiction, the petitioner 
alleging that the company’s assets in 
the northern district of Georgia 
amount to approximately $100,000. 
The receiver, under the order issued 
by Judge Sibley, will operate the busi- 
ness, collect premiums and hold the 
premiums pending further order of 
the court. 

In his petition, Bachman pointed 
out that receivers have been appoint- 
ed by the federal judge in the eastern 
district of Missouri and by th state 
court in Missouri. Unless the policy 
holders in Georgia obtain possession 
of assets, they will not receive’ the 
amounts due on their policies, Bach- 
man set out. 

Campbell's appointment as receiver 
was, in part, as a means of carrying 
out the plan adopted to enable policy- 
holders to keep their policies in force 
pending efforts to refinance the com- 
pany, Campbell said Wednesday. He 
called attention to the fact that under 
Judge Sibley’s order, all payments of 
premiums must be made to him as re- 
ceiver, and that he is ordered to keep 
these premiums in an account sepa- 
rate from other funds, and unless ar- 
rangements are made for carrying on 
the policies of the company the prem- 
iums will be returned to policy hold- 
ers, less a reasonable deduction for 
administrating expenses. The court 
order provides that any persons who 
pay their premiums to the receiver 
under this arrangement will have their 
policies continued in effect, according 
to their terms. 

Mr. ampbell said that he had 
recei -a tejJegram from St. Louis 
indicating that there is a great prob- 
ability of the finances of the company 
being rearranged so that the policies 
can be carried on and that these ar- 
rangements, it is thought, can be com- 
pleted in not more than a week or 10 
days. 

The face value of the policies in 
Georgia are said to total more than 
$4,000,000.

Ship Blown Off Course 
and Comes Down Near 
Tanker; Forced Landing 
Details Are Lacking. 


St. Petersburg, Fla., August 15.— 
(?)—Charles Eggston, of Atlantic 
City, N. J., was killed and the pilot 
of the Pan American Airways, Inc., 
tri-motored plane, General Machado, 
was injured when the plane, en 
route from.,Havana to Key West, 
was blown 150 miles off _ its 


course and forced down in the 
Gulf of Mexico, approximately 120 
miles off Tampa, early tonight, ac- 
cording to a wireless dispatch from 
the steamship Ligonier to the coast 
guard station here. 

Three other persons aboard the 
General Machado were reported as 
saved by the steamship which notified 
the coast guard that she had put back 
to Tampa bar, 30 miles off here. 

Take Off Men. 

The coast guard cutter Kimball has 
been ordered to meet the Ligonier and 
take off the four survivors and Egg- 
ston’s body. 

The plane, overdue at Key West 
since § o'clock, landed beside’ the 
steamship Ligonier, seven hours out of 
Tampa in the Gulf of Mexico. 

The message sent by H. O. Lenter- 
eitz, radio operator on the plane, said 
the plane hit the water hard and that 
one man was dead. 

No explanation was given for the 
plane being several hundred miles off 
its course. 

The message received here said that 
“Malton, Fat and Alphonsear”’ were 
rescued. The plane carried two pas- 
sengers and a crew of three, The three 
men referred to are the pilot, one 
passenger and one member of the 


crew, 
Time Calculated. 

The rescue was effected about 120 
miles west-southwest of St. Peters- 
burg, navigators here estimated to- 
night, figuring the speed of the ship 
and calculating elapsed time. 

The rescue craft will be met at 
the bar, at the mouth of Tampa bay 
on its return about midnight by the 
launch. 

The place where the plane came 
down alongside the steamer is rough- 
lv about 200 miles west-northwest of 
Key West. 

Johnny Green, veteran pilot, said 
tonight that the plane probably had 
heen blown from her course and that 
the flyers were wandering aimlessly 
about seeking land and probably were

SOUTH ISSAFE, 
DANIELS ASSURES 
GOVERNOR SMITH 


Dry North Carolinian 
Says Democratic Nomi- 
nee Need Not Worry 
Over Southern Vote.

Albany, N. Y., August 15.—( United 
News.)—The “solid south” will go to 
the polls for Alfred E. Smith, the New 
York governor was assured today by 
Josephus Daniels, of Raleigh, N. C., 
secretary of the navy in the cabinet of 
President Wilson. 

Daniels discussed directly with 
newspapermen his conference with the 
democratic presidential candidate only 
insofar as to say he would tell Smith 
of “conditions in the south.” 

Speaks Freely. 

But speaking to newspapermen of 
these same conditions before he saw 
the governor, he used words freely. 

He told newspapermen he did not 
personally consider prohibition the 
most important issue of the campaign 
by any means, and denied the gover- 
nor’s affiliation with the Catholic 
church was the cause of much opposi- 
tion in the south. 

“There is more interest being mani- 
fested in the south on the governor's 
forthcoming acceptance speech than 
I have ever known before, and many 
of us in the south think much depends 
on it.” 

Daniels Is Dry. 

Daniels’ own attitude toward prohi- 
bition is well known,. One of his im- 
portant acts as secretary of the navy 
was to give the United States a bone- 
dry fighting fleet. His newspaper, 
the Raleigh News and Observer, has 
waged an unremitting war for prohibi- 
tion enforcement. 

“Some people in the south who are 
bone-dry democrats probably will be 
for Mr. Hoover,” said Daniels, ‘‘but 
there are more who are troubled over 
the question of whether they can vote 
for Smith in view of their attitude 
towards prohibition. That is the at- 
titude, of course, of those who think 
that prohibition is the only issue in 
the campaign,” 

“In reality,” said Daniels, “the par- 
ameint issue in the campaign is that 
‘there must be a change of adminis- 
tration at Washington.’ 

“We must,” he said, “clean out the 
place where graft and favoritism have 
been dominant.” 

G. 0. P. Is Assailed. 

Speaking for the democrats of North 
Carolina, Daniels assailed prohibi- 
tion enforcement by the republican 
party and said Hoover's enforcement 
pledge was a disappointment to dry 
North Carolinians. 

“The opposition to Governor Smith 
in my state is due to the fact that 
North Carolina is very dry and ethe 
people there fear Smith is not as dry 
as they wish he might be,” said 
Daniels. 

“It is a great mistake,” he said, “‘to 
say most of the opposition in the south 
to Smith is due to his church affilia- 
tion. 

“Such a statement is a great in-

HASSELL STARTS 
FLGHLAT DAWN, 


Rockford-to-Sweden Hop 
Will Be Made in Three

One Worker Brought Out 
Alive After Dust Blast; 
150 Men Underground 
at Time of Disaster.

Coalport, Pa., 
Thirteen bodies were removed late 
tonight from the’ No. 3 mine of the 
Irvona Coal and Coke company, where 
a blast occurred this afternoon. One 
miner was brought out alive and res- 
cue workers stated that all men are 
now accounted for. 

There were 150 men in the work- 
ing at the time of the blast and offi- 
cials of the company stated that had 
the explosion happened 15 minutes 
later the mine would have been 
cleared of men. 

Most of the bodies brought out were 
badly mangled and practically all 


without clothing, denoting, rescue 
workers said, that the explosion was 
of terrific force. 

The explosion was confined to No. 
8 south section which is located about 
three miles from the mouth of the 
mine.

MISS RUTHERFORD, 
BELOVED GEORGIAN 
PASSES AT ATHENS 


End Comes to Noted Edu- 
cator and Author at 
Home, Following Linger- 
ing Iliness. 


Athens, Ga., August 15.—(Special.) 
Miss Mildred Lewis Rutherford, one 
of the most prominent and best be- 
loved women in Georgia, died at her 
home here at 10 o'clock Wednesday 
night following a lingering illness. 

Miss Rutherford was in her seventy- 
eighth year at the time of her death 
and her passing will be the occasion 
for her mourning. among hundreds of 
friends throughout the state. 

Funeral services will be held from 
the First Baptist church, of Athens, 
at 11 o’dock Friday morning. 

Miss Rutherford was born in Ath- 
ens July 16, 1851, and was the daugh- 
ter of Professor Williams Rutherford, 
of the University of Georgia, and 
Laura Battaille Rootes (Cobb). She 
graduated from Lucy Cobb institute 
in 1868 and much of her life work 
and interest had been centered around 
that institution. In 1923 the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, where her father 
had taught, honored her with an hon- 
orary degree, 

Led Active Life. 

Miss Rutherford's life was devoted | 
to education, literature and the cause 
of the southern. Confederacy. From 
1880 to 1908 she was either co-prin- 
cipal or principal of Lucy Cobb in- 
stitute and was president of that 
school from 1917 to 1922, when she 
resigned. She was president of the 
Ladies’ Memorial Society of Athens 
from 1888 until her death and was 
also life state historian of the Georgia 
division of the United Daughters of 
the Confederacy. From 1911 to 1916 
she was historian general of the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy. 
In 1921 she was made historian gen- 
eral of the Confederate Memorial as- 
sociation and was also an officer of 
the Stone Mountain Confederate Me- 
morial association. 

Miss Rutherford was‘ one of the 
south’s best known authors and lec- 
turers. Among her compositions were 
“English Authors.” “American Au- 
thors,” “French Authors,” “Bible 
Question Book,” “The South in His- 


tory and Literature,” 
book,” and a number of booklets, 
pamphlets and leetures on southern 
history. 

Miss Rutherford, known to “her 
Lucy Cobb girls’ and tbundred of 
friends as “Miss Millie,” was a true 
daughter of the old south and she 
never tired of relating about the val- 
or, the bravery and the chivalry of the 
“boys who wore the gray” in the 
war she always spoke of as the war 
between the states, fought for states’ 
rights, rather than over the slavery 
question. Many of her famous lectures, 
delivered in every part of the country, 
north, south, east and west, were .de- 
livered while wearing a hoop-skfrted 
dress of ante-bellum colonial days. 

The Confederate soldier was Miss 
Rutherford’s hero and inspiration in 
life. The cause of the nfederacy 
was sacred to her and never once 
during her long and colorful life did 


she ever waver in her love, devotion |’ 


and reverence for the principles over 
which the great war was fought from 
her point of view. One of her tasks in 
life was setting aright the history on 
the south and never did a statement 
from pen or mouth go unchallenged 
by her when she thought the cause for

Rapidly rising streams in three 
southeastern states tonight carried a 
menace to the lowlands in their val- 
leys and spelled doom for crops grow- 
ing on their fertile banks. 

Brimful from last week’s torrential 
rains that accompanied a tropical dise 
turbance whipping through Georgia, 
North and South Carolina, the rivers 
and creeks tonight were rampaging 
as their watersheds tumbled addition- 
al burdens into their channels follow- 
ing recurrence of the downpours last 
night and today. 

Dams Endangered. 

Power dams along the creeks and 
rivers were endangered, as many of 
the streams climbed toward rec- 
ord heights, and in Georgia two mill 
pond dams collapsed before the pres- 
sure of rising waters behind them, re- 
leasing their floods on the sparsley set- 
tled Okapileo creek, 

Brice dam, a structure impounding 
a 17,000-acre lake, located 17 miles 
north of. Quitman, collapsed in three 
places, releasing its flood into Oka- 
Pilco greek, but inhabitants below had 
been warned in time to prevent loss 
of life. The greatest damage from the 
flood released was expected to be 
borne by highways along the creek ; 
four bridges were believed doomed and 
the torents had submerged one high- 
way. Melton dam, creating another 
mill pond below the Brice dyke was 
said to have collapsed, adding further 
to the burden carried by Okapilco 
creek. 

Quitman was isolated tonight and 
an Atlantic #oast line passenger train 
was maroun.d. there because of floods 


that swept grross its tracks. 
Ocmulgee Rising. 
The Ocmulgee at Macon was rising

I did it so quickly that the in- 
structor didn't have time to grab the 
controls and correct my mistake, With 
a few more bounces, we settled and 
finally rolled to a stop. The instruc- 
tor got out and examined the landing 
gear. By a miracle, it was still in- 
tact.. Then he explained to me care- 
fully again, that instead of pushing 
the stick forward to bring it down, I 
should have cut off the motor com- 
pletely, skimmed along to within 
few feet of the ground and, as we 
gradually lost speed, pulled the stick 
back, so that the nose of the machine 
pointed upward, the tail settled to the 
ground and we gently touched the field 
in a “three-point” landing, that 
with tail skid and two wheels all 


touching the ground at the same tame. ° the theater's 


In this way, the shoek of. landing is 
evenly distributed over the machine. 

The third time, I corrected this mis- 
take and pulled the stick back, but 
not quite far enough, so that we 
bounced only a little. The fourth 
time, I made a fairly good landing. 

The instructor said, ‘Now, this 
time, I am going to turn the machine 
entirely over to you. Take it off the 
field, fly in a circle, find the field 
again and land according to your own ' 
judgment.’’

Dedication of the program of Atlan- 
ta’s organized charity to serve every 
social need of the community from 
the cradle to the grave includes as an

First, I have never been able to 
learn what folks mean when they 
speak of a varicose vein “breaking” 
or “bursting.” If they mean hemor- 
rhage, that must be excessively rare— 
I’ve never known of such an emer- 
gency and I’ve had a goodish experi- 
ence in private and hospital practice. 
But to assure you, if ever your vari- 
cose vein should break open and be- 
gin to bleed, you can stop it easily 
enough by simply pressing a folded 
handkerchief or your fingers moder- 
ately on the bleeding point and hold- 
ing it or applying a bandage over it. 

Perhaps the expression “breaking” 
or “bursting” of a varicose vein 
means another complication, that hap- 
pens too often, namely clotting of 
blodd at some point in the vein, 
thrombus as doctors call it, and per- 
haps infection (invasion by germs), 
which produces inflammation of the 
vein wall (phlebitis), and the whole 
effect is called thrombophlebitis. This 
is marked by swelling, hardness of 
the flesh or skin about the thrombus, 
usually some general fever, and prob- 
ably ulceration after many days. This 
is one way in which varicose ulcer 
develops. Another ‘way is by acci- 
dental abrasion of the skin of the leg, 
and subsequent infection of the poorly 
nourished tissue thus exposed. When- 
ever a varicose vein gives rise to such 
complications, the wise patient will 
immediately retire to bed, elevate the 
limb on comfortable pillows, and send 
for the physician, for the condition 
is indeed serious and when not wisely 
managed it is: dangerous to life. 

Whether any form of legging, sup- 
porter, bandage or other permanent 
dressing should be worn, is a question 
for the individual medical adviser to] 
consider. When in doubt, it is surely 
better not to adopt any artificial sup- 
port. 

Of course no appliance, medicament 
or method of treatment that can be 
used externally or managed by the 
‘patient himself, is worthy of serious 
consideration. To my mind it,is a sad

We kuow 
that scarlet fever without a rash may 
happen, Wherever the quaint practice 
of “fumigation” of apartments after 
scarlet fever is still carried on, you 
will find the general public health ad- 
ministration far behind the times and 
the public health standards pretty low. 
Some public health administrations 
stick to this extrayagant and useless 
rite merely because y fear that ig- 
norant people may criticize if they dis- 
card the practice. Fumigation, except 
for the purpose of killing bedbugs or 
other vermin, is as untrustworthy as 
it is obsolete, and the health officer 
who still insists on raising a stench 
after such illnesses @s scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, whooping cough or ‘smaill- 
pox is a disgrace to the profession he 
purports to follow.

Great enthusiasm ted Mr. Cool- 
idge’s discussion of purport of the 
Kellogg-Briand treaty. 

“While it would be too much to 
suppose that war has been entirely 
banished, yet, a new and important 
barrier, reasonable and honorable, 
has. been set up to prevent it. This 
agreement purposes a_ revolutionary 
policy among nations, It holds a 
greater hope for peaceful relations 
than was ever before given to the 
world. If those who are involved in 
it, having started it, will finish it, 
its provisions will prove one of the 
greatest blessings ever bestowed on 
humanity. It is a fitting consumma- 
tion on the first decade of peace. 

Preventive in 1914. 

“Had an agreement of this kind 
been in existence in 1914,” Mr. Cool- 
idge said, “there is every reason tu 
suppose that it would have saved the 
situation and delivered the world from 
all the misery which was inflicted by 
the great war.” 

Referring to the obligations which 
the treaty would impose, President 
Coolidge said that “of course it de- 
tracts nothing from the right and ob- 
ligation of ourselves or the other high 
contracting parties to maintain an 
adequate national defense against any 
attack.” 

The United States, the chief excu- 
tive said, is morally obliged to main- 
tain a military establishment of suf- 
ficient size to resist evil, to be pre- 
pared to maintain the orderly author- 
ity of the rule of law in both our 
domestie and our foreign relations. 


Open to Contempt. 


“For the government to disregard 
‘the science of national defense would 
expose it to the contempt of,its citi- 
zens at home and of the world abroad. 
It would be an attempt to evade bear- 
ing our share of the burdens of civi- 
lizations.”’ 

For this reason, President Coolidge 
continued, a moderate army and navy 
are maintained for defensive purpose. 
By taking a leading part in securing 
agreement on the anti-war pact. 
“which is fraught with so much hope 
for the progress of humanity.” Mr. 
Coolidge added, “we have demon- 
strated that when we haye said we 
maintain our armements, not for ag- 
gression, but purely for defense, we 
were making a candid’ statement 
which we were willing to verity by 
our actions.” 

Loyalty in War. 

Special approbation from the crowd 
also was aroused by Mr. Coolidge’s 
references to “the wonderful spirit of 
loyalty and devotion that was mani- 
fest in the heart of the whole nation” 
during the war irrespective of national 
origin. 

Further applause crowned out Mr. 
Coolidge’s words as he praised the 
part taken by the veterans in the 
war. - 

“We have had a great deal of dis- 
cussion concerning the injustice of one 
person going into the service at a 
very small remuneration while an- 
other remained at home in the en- 
joyment of very high wages,” he said. 
“But I wonder how many of you who 
put on the uniform and went into ac- 
tion overseas, would now be willing 
to exchange that experience for the 
few dollars of extra compensation 
that some one else was able to earn 
at home, during the latter months of 
the war.’’ 

He was again interrupted by cheers 
when he said, “You are greater men 
for what you have given to your coun-

try.. You held a higher place of honor

Reviewing the results of the great 
war- as they affected the United 
States, President Coolidge pointed out 
that one of the benefits it conferred 
on this country was a stronger sense 
of national discipline, coaperation and 


‘self-sacrifice for the good of the com- 


munity on the part of the population 
at large. In time of war, he said, 
“adequate defense meant the proper 
functioning of the entire organic life 
of the nation. That lesson carried 
over into our peace time activities has 
been one of the chief factors in the 
enormous progress, which the last ten 
years have seen.” . 

Such proper functioning, Mr. Cool- 
idge said, “means the coordination of 
national effort through an adequately 


trained citizenship, which will result) = 


in a scientific production and distri- 
bution of commodities that will raise 
the standard of living around every 
fireside in the land.”

SUPREME COURT GETS 
LAKE COAL RATE CASE 


Washington. August 15.—(4)—The 
lake cargo coal cases in which the:in- 
terstate commerce commission was en- 
joined from interfering with a rate 
reduction of 20 cents a ton by south- 
ern railroads on coal from southern 
fields to lake ports today reached the 
supreme court. 

The cases, four in number, were ap- 
peals from a three-judge statutory 
court at Charleston, W. Va., which 
on last April 14 enjoined the commis- 
sion from cancelling rate schedules 
proposed by the Chesapeake and Ohio, 
Norfolk and Western, Louisville and 
Nashville and other southern rail- 
roads. 

The court in its injunctions declared 
that the commission should be pre- 
vented “from interfering with AE 
trial conditions in the localities af- 
fected” and prohibited the commission 
from “forbidding a reduction of rates 
which will preserve a differential that 
has prevailed for many years.” 

After declining to order a_ reduc- 
tion in rates of northern railroads re- 
quested by operators of coal mines in 
the Pittsbyrgh-Ohio district, the com- 
mission later reversed its position and 
ordered a reduction of rates. South- 
ern railroads then filed with the com- 
mission -schedules making a _ corre- 
sponding reduction but the commis- 
sion after a hearing ordered the sched- 
ules cancelled. The southern railroads 
at once sought and obtained an injunc- 
tion to prevent the commission from 
interfering with their reduced rates. 

The four appeals, docketed today, 
were brought by the government, by 
the Baryon Coal company, the Pitts- 
burgh Operators and the Baltimore 
and Ohio and other railroads serving 
the coal fields in Pennsylvania, north- 
ern West Virginia arfd Ohio. The coal 
fields interested in the reduced south- 
ern rates are located in southern West 


Virginia, eastern Kentucky, eastern 
Tennessee and southwestern Virginia.

Did You Know T hat— 


Did anybody know that golf was played in Savannah, Ga., as long 
'ago as when George Washington and his little hatchet occupied the 
white house? It appears that somebody did know about this, accord- 
ing to the last issue of Spalding’s Golf Guide, now at hand. 


Thomas Gamble, writing for the Guide, presents a lengthy 
article on the birthplace of golf in America and it is most inter- 
esting as well as instructive and should be a source of some 


pride to Georgians. 
A few extracts from the article are as follows: 


... “Up to this time the earliest authentic record is that furnished 
by an advertisement. in the Georgia Gazette of September 22, 1796. 
That advertisement e¢learly proves that golf was well established in 
Savannah prior to 1796, that it had an organization devoted to it and 
that it bore the same name as the organization of today, The Savannah 
Golf Club. There is the notice that ‘called the members together 132 
years ago when George Washington was president of these United States: 


‘GOLF CLUB. 

‘‘ ‘Saturday, the first of October, being the anniversary 
of the Savannah Golf club, the members are requested to attend 
at the Merchants and Planters Coffee house for the purpose 
of electing officers for the ensuing 12 months and to transact 


other necessary business.’ 


‘If the secretary had only inserted which anniversary occurred 
| on October 1, 1796, all doubts as to the year of the organization of the 
club would have been removed. The tenor of the notice shows con- 
clusively that The Savannah Golf Club was an established organization 


in 1796, with a history running back doubtless over some years.” 
Toward the last of the article Mr. Gamble hurls the following 


challenge: 


“The time has come for Savannah to assert its primacy 
in this as in other matters of historical note. The encyclo- 
pedias, for instance, that assert that the first golf club in the 
United States was St. Andrews, established in New York in 
14888, aré manifestly in error, as likewise they are in the state- 
ment that outside of Europe the first organizations to play golf 
were established in Calcutta in 1829 and in Bombay in 1842. 
It is not on New York, nor Calcutta, nor Bombay, but on the 
fair brow of Savannah, Georgia, that the laurels of golf history 
outside of the United Kingdom must rest gracefully and beyond 


dispute. 


“Where did they first play golf in Savannah?”’ do you ask? Well, 
there is an. unmistakable clue as to where the sports of the town were 
carried on in a notice in the Georgia Gazette of 1801. Cricket was 
then played in Savannah—and here, perhaps, comes another primal 
honor to that city in the history of adopted sports—and attention is 
called to the fact that the game will be played “‘on the South Commons

Stockholm, Sweden, August 15.—

jump, won the 100-meter dash today 
in a track meet between American 
and Swedish Olympic athletes.

Detroit, Mich., August 15.—It seems 
strange to golfers who have been very 
often in Great Britain and on the 
continent to read of the various rows 
which get under way when interna- 
tional athletic contests other than golf 


are being conducted over on the other 
side. For golfers from America have 


_ never had anything but the most en- 


joyable experiences abroad. 

In the seven visits I have made to 
the old country,to play in golf cham- 
pionship matches—and British cham- 
pionships haxe been won practically 
every time by Americans—I never have 
seen any demonstration of bad feeling. 

Golf must be different from other 
sports and I believe that it is for the 
reason that in golf there is such an 
element of luck, one way or the other, 
that no player expects to win all the 
time and therefore becomes more ac- 
customed to taking it “‘on the chin” 
and learning to accept defeat grace- 
fully. 

Now Or Never.” 
The trouble with Olympic games 


competition is that it only happens 


_ once in four years and when the boys 


of the various nations get together it 
is a case of “now or never.” Many of 
the contestants are in a sport which 
Wears them out quickly. They are 
very apt to find themselves at top 
form for only one Olympic meeting and 
the desire to win must be very keen. 
Therefore, arguments are apt to arise. 
In golf we always know that even 
if we are beaten today, tomorrow or 
next week, there will be another op- 
portunity and when it comes we may 
be playing better, or the breaks may 

with us. é 

So in golf nearly all tournament 
Players have learned to take victory 
and defeat as more a matter of course 
and for practically all golfers the real 
thrill of the game is not in winning 
but in hitting the ball well. 

I never feel badly when I lose a 
golt match provided I have hit the 

ll in a manner to satisfy me. The 
only time I get annoyed is when I 
fail to hit the shdts I’ve been thinking 
about and expecting to pull off. 


No Arguments. 


In all of the golf championships I 
have been in, and all the matches I 
have played, I cannot remember of 
having had a single serious argument 
with my competitors, I cannot ima- 
gine the spectators at an _ interna- 
tional golf match getting into a row 
over the decisions of an umpire, or 
tne result of a match. It may be that 
some forms of international sporting 
competition do not foster good will, 
as they are supposed to do, but I am 
confident that golf does do much for 
international good will and I think 


any of our amateurs or professionals |% 


who have played on the other side 
will agree to this. 

Next spring the American profes- 
sional golf team will go to Europe 
to play the French professionals in 
Paris, to play in the German open 
championship in Berlin, to play in 
the British open championship at Muir- 
field and to play in the regular Ry- 
der cup match with the British pro- 
fessionals. 

As captain of the American profes- 
sional team I can say that our play- 
ers will do the best they can to win 
in all these engagements, but if we 
lose none of us will consider it a 
national calamity. No tears will be 
spilled and no squawks made,_= and 
there will be no rows with officials 
and no engagements between Ameri- 
can spectators and those of the other 
countries, 


Best for U. S. to Lose. 


As a matter of fact it wouldn’t be 
such a bad thing for golf if some 
of the other fellows did win, for it 
would create more interest in interna- 
tional golf competition which must lose 
some of its zest if it becomes a tov 
one sided proposition. 

Another thing about golf is that 
some of the famous courses of the 
world are in.the old country and our 
golfers enjoy playing on these courses. 
It is an experience well worth tlre trip 
and gives more lasting satisfaction 
than the winning of a championship 
or a match. 

I notice the talk among American 
golfers who have been in Europe is 
not concerning how a championship 
was won or lost, or an international 
match won or lost, but about the rela- 
tive merits of some of the world fa- 
mous seaside links, such as St. An- 


drews, Troon, Prestwick, Muirfield.’

Costa Rica recognizes the undenia- 
ble benefits which have resulted from 
the doctrine but emphasizes that a 
generally accepted interpretation is de- 
sirable in place of the present differ- 
ences of opinion, which have even 
appeared between various scretaries 
of state of the United States. 


Decisive Step. 


The “decisive step’ of Salvador to 
which Costa Rica refers was a re- 
quest made on the United States at 
the Versailles conference for an au- 
thoritative statement.

Trade on Standard Stock and 
Mining Exchange at Toronto 
Grows From Total of 17,241,- 
000 in 1921 to 320,770,000 
Shares in 1927; Nearly All 
With Canadian Funds.

The standard stock and mining ex- 
» change of Toronto is the largest ex- 
' Change in the world which handles 
only mining shares. It has had its 
* greatest development during the last 
five years. 

In 1921, the exchange handled 17,- 
241,000 shares valued at $9,055,000. 
The big spurt in Canadian mining 
began in 1922, when 71,124,000 shares 
valued at $84,199,000 were handled. 
From that year on to the present the 
business has grown by leaps and 
bounds. 


For 1927, 320,777,000 shares were 
handled. They were valued at about 
$325,000,000. Probably four-fifths of 
all this business is being done with 
Canadian funds, or with money Amer- 
icans have made out of Canadian 
mines, 

Canadian mining is tied up largely 
with pre-Cambrian rock formation. 
This formation, extending all the way 
from Quebec to Manitoba, is proba- 
bly the most promising mineral area 
in the world today. It has only been 
scratched in its development. Still, 
its record of production is very large. 

This pre-Cambrian formation is the 
same as that which has furnished the 
iron ore of Michigan and Minnesota. 
The copper ores of Lake Superior, 
and the bulk of the world’s nickel. 


At Sudbury, Ontario, more than 85 
per cent of the world’s nickel is now 
being produced: This seems destined 
also to become one of the most im- 
portant copper producing camps of the 
world. Sudbury mines have already 
paid stockholders more than $95,000,- 
000 in dividends, the International 
Nickel company having paid nearly 

The Cobalt country, also in north- 
ern Ontario, up to the end of 1927 
had produced silver to the value of 
$232,000,000. 

North of the Cobalt and also in 
the pre-Cambrian formation, in the 
porcupine district, gold in large quan- 
tities has been produced. Hollinger, 
McIntyre, Porcupine and Dome are 
outstanding producers. This district 
has given to the world $220,000,000 
in gold, and paid over $67,000,000 
in dividends. 

The second largest camp in Ontario 
is Kirkland lake. It has prosduced 
around $40,000,000 in gold since 1917, 
and its mines paid stockholders more 
than $10,000,000 in dividends. 

The pre-Cambrian shield extends 
both into Quebec and into Manitoba, 
where discoveries of gold, silver, cop- 
per and nickel have been made, also. 

The airplane is becoming an im- 
portant aid in the development of this 
northern territory. About thirty 
planes are in use at present, covering 
different parts of this great terri- 
tory. 

Canada is destined to be one of the 
leading mining nations, if not the 
leader, of the world. 


Bankers have a reputation for some 


reason or other of being cold, hard, 
interested only in the balance sheet 
and multiplication table. 

Sometimes too true, but by no 
means always. 

Let me present George H. Green- 
wood, president of the Pacific Na- 
tional Bank of Seattle, Wash., and 
for years before that vice president of 
the Old National bank and the Union 
Trust company of Spokane. 

Mr. Greenwood; while he has the 
banker look, whatever that is, is an 
accomplished musician. Music, espe 
cially the piano, is his hobby. _ 

“There is nothing so irreconcilable 
about a man being a banker and a 
pianist, is there?’ Mr. Greenwood 
asked. “Look at 
financier, yet a pianist and organist 
of real ability. Look at Vice President 
Dawes, who not only plays the piano 
and violin, but even composes.” 

Percy Grainger, one of the world’s 
famous pianists, ealls Mr. Greenwood 
“the finest musician among. the 
pianists I have ever encountered.” 
The banker was asked about this. 

“Grainger’s remarks! Just the en- 
thusiasm of a friend,’’ he protested. 
“As a matter of fact all my banker 
friends think I am a good banker. 

“Music and finance—I think they 
supplement each other,” went on Mr. 
Greenwood, who is now taking his 
vacation playing first piano with the 
symphony orchestra in the Hollywood, 
Calif., bowl every night. “They exer- 
cise different sets of brain muscles. 
Then, too, each deals very much with 
mathematics. Music is mathematical in 
its very basis, rhythm.”

My 
preceptor was the president of a big 
Chicago bank. He said to me: Bob, 
the only thing you have to know in 
being a banker is how to tell them 
“no” and make them like it.’ 

“And boy, I surely can do that. 
The harder I have to tell them ‘no,’ 
the more I smile.”

NATION-WIDE RADIO 
NETWORK PLANNED 


BY MARTIN CODEL.

Washington, August 15.—Establish- 
ment of a nation-wide radio communi- 
cations network rivalling the wire 
systems of the Western Union, Postal 
Telegraph and American Telephone 
and Telegraph company is the pur- 
pose of an ambitious enterprise be- 
ing sponsored by a group of upstate 
New York business men and one from 
Chicago. 

They succeeded yesterday in obtain- 
ing permits from the federal radio 
commission, authorizing them to con- 
struct two 10,000-watt radio stations 
at New York and Chicago for experi- 
ment on three short wave channels. 

Incorporated in Delaware recently 
as the Universal Wireless Communi- 
cation company, the project contem- 
plates a radio network that will reach 
most of the large cities of the United 
States. 

Extension of Change. 

Its proposed string of stations 
would extend from New York, Boston 
and other points in the east to San 
Francisco and other cities in the west 
and from Chicago, Detroit and Buf- 
falo in the north to Palm Beach, Gal- 
veston and other points in the south. 
They would be open to the public 
service in the same manner as exist- 
ing telegraph companies. 

In obtaining the construction per- 
mits and experimental licenses, Dr.

Wheth- 
er their injuries or drowning caused 
death was undetermined. 

The other three men, in rear seats, 
broke windows and crawled from the 
cabin. Two of them—Harry Dungan, 
23, and William Machin, 26, both of 
Martins Ferry, Ohio, swam to shore. 
Joseph Duncan, 47, father of Harry 
Duncan, injured his shoulder in shat- 
tering a window, and was aided to 
shore by a boatsman who was near 
where the plane plunged. 

Joseph Duncan, who described the 
flight as his first, said Haucke had 
made several abrupt dives during the 
trip, and that when the plane start- 
ed what proved to be a fatal plunge, 
he placed his hands over his eyes as 
he had done on previous similar oc- 
casions. The next thing he knew he 
was trapped in the water-filled cabin, 
Duncan said. The impact with the 
water was not a hard one, according 
to Duncan. All three men said they 
thought the pilot was merely giving 
them “the works” and that if some- 
thing happened to the plane in mid- 
air, they were unaware of it.
